that a Special National Intelligence Estimate be produced a ® ® 
matter of urgency on the advanced weapons programs and capabilities 

of the CAR and Israel. 

mho estimate should include the following elements: 

(1) A comprehensive round-up of available intelligence on 
UAR and Israeli developmental programs and capabilities 
in the fields of nuclear weapons, missiles, and bacteri¬ 
ological, chemical, and radiological warfare. 

(2) The nature and importance of 

and private assistance in these fields obtained by the 

two countries. 

(3) The military and strategic significance of the advanced 
weapons programs of the two countries* 

(4) The psychological and political implications of these 
programs. 

We believe that this estimate should be treated as a natter of 
urgency, and suggest that it he scheduled for approval by the USIB 

on May 1, 1963*
